WEARING OF THE UNIFORM 

Officers —All officers on duty 
at this Camp will familiarize 
themselves with AR 600-35, AR 
600-40 and Field Manual No. 21- 
15. . . . When the Command is in 
Wool, officers will wear the wool 
or pink. When the Command is in 
cotton, officers will wear cotton 
or a uniform of similar material. 
For all formal occasions, such as 
hops, receptions, dinners, etc., at 
the Officers’ Club, the blouse will 
be worn when the prescribed uni¬ 
form is wool. 

Enlisted Men —No enlisted man 
will be permitted to leave the 
Camp except on duty or going di¬ 
rectly to and from home, if auth¬ 
orized to live off the Camp, with¬ 
out the full prescribed uniform, 
which will include blouse during 
the season when woolen uniform 
is prescribed. No enlisted man will 
be permitted to enter the theatre 
for a regular show in other than

Releases Halted 
For Men Over 38 

Release from the Army of men 
over 38 was ordered halted by the 
War Department but— 

Provision was made that a man 
in this age bracket could be trans¬ 
ferred to an inactive status in the 
Enlisted Reserve Corps subject to 
the following conditions, as listed 
by President Roosevelt: 

1. The man must request trans¬ 
fer to an inactive status, to enter 
an essential industry, including ag¬ 
riculture, accompanied by a state¬ 
ment from the War Manpower 
Commission to the effect that his 
release is desired. 

2. The man will be recalled to

Q. Fm going to take out gov¬ 
ernment life insurance soon and 
would like to know whether it’s 
possible to name my uncle as a 
second beneficiary in the event of 
my parent’s death. 

A. No. All beneficiaries must 
be within the following degree of 
kinship: husband or wife, child, 
parent, brother or sister. Your 
uncle cannot be named as a bene¬ 
ficiary. 

Q. I’m overseas, and would like 
to know what consideration is giv¬ 
en to the widows a^d children of 
servicemen who rre killed in the 
line of duty. 

A. Dependents of any soldier 
who dies from injury or disease 
received in line of duty while the 
U. S. is at war are entitled to pen¬ 
sion at the following monthly 
rates: (1) Widow under 50 years, 
$38; 50 years or over, $45. Bene¬ 
fits continue until death or re¬ 
marriage. (2) Widow and children: 
$10 additional for first child if 
under 10 years and $15 for first 
child if 10 years or over; $8 ad¬ 
ditional for each other child under 
10 years and $14 for each other 
child 10 years or over. The maxi¬ 
mum payment for a widow and 
children is $83. Unmarried chil¬ 
dren’s benefits continue until they 
are 18 or until they are 21 if at¬ 
tending school. (3) Children but 
no widow: one child, $20; two 
children, $33; three children, $46; 
and each additional child, $8. The 
total benefits are equally divided. 
(4) Dependent parents: one par¬ 
ent, $45; two parents, $25 each. 
Benefits continue until death if 
condition of dependency continues 
to exist. 

Q. If a soldier on leave is ar¬ 
rested by civil authorities and un¬ 
able to return to his post, is he 
AWOL, even if he is not guilty of 
the offense charged? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Can you tell me the approxi¬ 
mate proportion of officers now 
serving in the Army that have 
come up from the ranks? 

A. About one-third. 

Q. How long is the Alcan High¬ 
way? 

A. Approximately 1671 miles. It 
extends from Dawson Creek, Can¬ 
ada, to Fairbanks, Alaska. Ten 
thousand Army Engineers did the 
job in six months—an average of 
eight miles a day!

Major Tavares, 
Anza's Pioneer 
Medical Officer 

Major Clement Adams Tavares, 
the first medical officer to be as¬ 
signed to Camp Anza, reported for 
duly to “Papa Anza” on Septem¬ 
ber 10, 1942, when the A. S. A. 
(censored) Headquarters was lo¬ 
cated in the commodious offices 
on the second floor of the Jen¬ 
kins’ Building in downtown Arling¬ 
ton. At this time the Station Com¬ 
plement of “Camp Anza” (then 
undreamed of) consisted of Major 
Johnson, Captain Spielman, Lt. 
Slagle, two enlisted men and no 
patients. 

Major Tavares came to Camp 
Anza from Camp Stoneman, Cali¬ 
fornia, where he served for several 
months in the capacity of Camp 
Surgeon. Being the second medical 
officer to report to Camp Stone- 
man, the Major had an active and 



responsible part in organizing the 
Medical Departments of Camp 
Stoneman and Camp Anza during 
their “pioneering” phases. 

Prior to reporting to Camp 
Stoneman, Major Tavares served 
on the staff of Letterman General 
Hospital, San Francisco, under 
General Wallace DeWitt from 
1939 to 1942. While at Letterman, 
the Major took a post-graduate 
course in Gastroscopy at the Uni¬ 
versity of Chicago under Dr. Ru¬ 
dolf Schindler, in order to better 
qualify him in his specialty of 
Gastro-enterology, and was one of 
the first to introduce gastroscopy 
in the Army. For over a year, be¬ 
fore the War, Major Tavares con¬ 
ducted a Gastroscopic Clinic at 
Lei term an General Hospital, and 
was Chief of the Gastro-Intestinal 
Section. 

Prior to completing the medical 
course in Los Angeles, the Major 
received an A.B. degree in Medi¬ 
cal Science. 

Major Tavares has been on duty 
with the War Department since 
1938.

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Official Uniform 
Regulation Given

the prescribed uniform of the sea¬ 
son. Blouses need not be worn. 

NOTES FOR ALL 

The uniform must be neat and 
clean.—Sweaters or any other un¬ 
authorized article will not be worn 
as an outer garment.—The service 
cap will not be worn without the 
blouse.—When shirt is worn with¬ 
out the blouse, the collar will be 
buttoned and a necktie worn, ex¬ 
cept as indicated below. Sleeves 
will not be rolled up.—Suspenders 
will not be worn without the 
blouse.—White socks will not be 
worn with low shoes.—When ac¬ 
tually at drill, or engaged in field 
exercises or calisthenics, the neck¬ 
tie will be dispensed with. At all 
other times the necktie will be 
worn.—When the uniform is worn 
without the blouse, the necktie will 
be tucked inside the shirt between 
the first and second button. (The 
collar button is not the first but¬ 
ton.)—The shirt will not be remov¬ 
ed at any time the uniform is worn 
except during period of actual par¬ 
ticipation in calisthenics or ath¬ 
letics. When the shirt is removed 
for participating in athletics or 
calisthenics, the individual will 
wear an undershirt.—Collar clasps 
of simple design may be worn with 
the uniform, except for ceremonies 
and formations they will be worn 
by all or none.—Mufflers of appro¬ 
priate materials in olive drab color 
may be worn with the overcoat or 
short coat.—Organization Com¬ 
manders will regulate the wearing 
of the overcoat for formations 
they control. When the prescribed 
uniform for the formation is over¬ 
coats, officers will wear overcoats 
or short coats.—No article of civ¬ 
ilian clothing will be worn with 
the uniform.—A complete suit of 
fatigue clothing will be worn when 
engaged on any activity that might 
result in clothing become soiled or 
unsightly. Fatigue clothing will not 
be worn outside the Camp unless 
the enlisted men are on fatigue 
detail.—Athletic or sports clothing 
may be worn during period the 
individual is actually participating 
in athletics, or when going to or 
returning from the athletic field. 

The field jacket will not be worn 
after 6:00 P. M. unless the indi¬ 
vidual is on duty. When additional 
clothing is necessary for warmth, 
the blouse will be worn.—Cam¬ 
paign hats or pith helmets similar 
to the military design or the garri¬ 
son cap may be worn during the 
period when the prescribed uni¬ 
form is cotton, except in forma¬ 
tions. In formation, the garrison 
cap only will be worn.—Personnel 
stopped by Military Police of the 
Southern California Sector will in¬ 
form the Military Policeman that 
their station is Camp Anza and 
the uniform as mentioned above is 
the prescribed one.

the War Manpower Commission. 

The President made this an¬ 
nouncement as quick action was 
taken to relieve a critical shortage 
of manpower in the dairy farming 
industry. Also announced was a 
plan to force men now classified 
in 4-F, who have had dairy experi¬ 
ence, to return to that occupation 
under the threat of induction into 
the Army for limited service. 

Soldiers over 38 who had hoped 
to obtain discharges from the 
Army are affected in two princi¬ 
pal ways: 1. They must now ob¬ 
tain requests for their release by 
the War Manpower Board. 2. Be¬ 
cause they will not be given dis¬ 
charges, but merely be placed in 
the Reserve, they must remain em¬ 
ployed in essential industry or they 
will be recalled to active service.
